Another Step Toward Permanent Peace 


Throughout the years of the Great War, the people of the allied na- 
tions were repeatedly told that it was a war to make the world safe for 
democracy, ‘‘a war to end war.” And when at last the great ‘struggle ended 
and the League of Nations came into being it was thought that, with the 
bitter experience of the war fresh in all minds, there would be little hesita- 
tion on the part of any country to join the League, and that, with 100 per 
cent. world membership in the League, world disarmament would follow in 
due course. 

The refusal of the United States to have anything to do with the League 
of Nations,—-the very country in which the idea originated,—-came as a rude 
shock to all lovers and advocates of peace. Jt discouraged Europe, re- 
awakened all the old fears, and actually led to renewed activity in the piling 
up of armaments. 
herents, and, with each sncceeding success in settling international dis- 


putes and preventing open ruptures, the League grew in strength and pres- | 


tige. Nonetheless, so long as the United States remained aloof it was felt 
that the structure for world peace was imperfect and insecure. 

Because of this fact, the recent action of Mr. Kellogg, United States 
Secretary of State, in inviting the nations of the world to enter into a 
multilateral treaty to outlaw war, was enthusiastically welcomed by all 
lovers of peace, and nowhere quite so heartily as in Canada and other parts 
of the British Empire. 

Already fifteen nations, including, with the exception of Russia, aN the 
Great Powers, have signified their willingness to sign such a treaty. The 
draft of this momentous international: document is brief: and to the point, | 
and, as it may well prove to be the Magna Charta of world peace, it is 
worthy of the widest possible reproduction in order that all people, every- 
where, may read it. The preamble, in part, is as follows: 

“Deeply sensible of their. solemn duty to enon the welfare of man- | 
kind; 

“Persuaded that the time has come when a frank renunciation of war 
as an instrument of national policy should be made to the end that the 
peaceful and friendly relations now existing between their peoples may be | 
perpetuated; 

“Convinced that all changes in their relations with one another should | 
be sought only by pacific means and be the result of a pedceful and orderly | 


Process, ‘and that any signatory power which shall hereafter seek to pro- | 


-by resort to war should be denied tie | ‘benefits | 
by this treaty: 

” “Hopeful that, encouraged by their example, all the other nations of the:| 
world will join in this humane endeavor, and by ‘adhering to the present | 
treaty as soon as it comes into force, bring peoples within the scope of its | 
beneficent provisions, thus uniting the civilized nations of thé world in a 
common renunciation of war as an instrument of their national policy.” 


Then follows the names of the fifteen nations who have signiried their | 


willingness to sign such a treaty, namely: Australia, Belgium, Canada, 
Czecho-Slovakia, France, Germany, Great Britain, India, Irish Free State, | 
Italy, Japan, New Zealand, Poland, South Africa, United States of America. 

To what do they agree? Having approved the decarations in the pre- | 
amble quoted above, they. bind. themselves as follows: 

“Article I. The high contracting parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective peoples that they condemn recourse to war for the solu- 
tion of international controversies, and renounce it as an instrument of | 
national policy in their relations with one another. 

“Article Il. The high contracting parties agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of whatever nature or of whatever origin | 
they may be, which may arise among them, shall never be sought except 
by pacific means. d 

“Article III. The present treaty shall be ratified by the high con- 
tracting parties named in the preamble in accordance with their respective 
constitutional requirements and shall take effect as between them as.soon 
as all their several instruments of ratification shall have been deposited at 
(——_—_——— ). 

“This treaty shall, when it has come into effect as prescribed in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, remain open as long as may be necessary for adherence | 
by all the other powers of the world. Every instrument evidencing the ad- 
herence of a power shall be deposited at (—- and the. 
treaty shall immediately upon such deposit.become effective as between the | 
power thus adhering and the other powers parties hereto.”

That is the whole document, beautiful in its simplicity, momentous in | 


its sweeping renunciation of war under any and all crcumstances. It does 
not replace the League of Nations, but adds power and strength to it. No | 
loopholes are left, and should any nation signing this treaty ever again re- 


sort to war it would become, as never before, an outlaw among the nations. |

Explanations and Comments 


Stephen’s Arrest and Defense, Acts 
6.8 to 7.56.—When the Greek speak-

C. Marquess, 
of Gem, was one of those unfortunate 
farmers. Mr. Marquess | lost his 
entire herd of 308 hogs. 

The government allowy some com- 
pensation for hogs lost through 
cholera, but the amount is not near- 


ly equal ‘o the actual value of the 
animals, so the farmer is a heavy 
loser. 


The cholera was brought to Alberta 
by imported infected animals. 

Thorough government inspection 
and supervision should be provided 
to protect farmerg who purchase 
imported hogs so that there is no 
danger of the animals spreading 
disease. It appears ag though there 
has been some laxity with inspection 
recently, for it was the imported 
Chester Whites which carried 
cholera to a number of farms in the 
province. " 

It seems unfair that the farmer 
should suffer a heavy loss on this 
account, and such, losses are- very 
discouraging to hog raisers.

On land Which tends to 
blow readily the drag harrow should 
not be used if it cam possibly be av- 
oided after the plowing has been 
done. Where only Mnual weeds are 
present, a good gra@wth should “be 
allowed to start and then cultivate 
thoroughly to kill all weeds. If 
cultivator or rod weaeder is used for 
this work it will be necessary to. go 
over the land only two or three 
times and the soil on the surface will 
be left in a lumpy @ondition which 
will aid in checking soil drifting. If 
perennial weeds are to be contended 
with, cultivation should be frequent 
enough to prevent them forming 
leaves, in order to starve the roots. 
Where couch grass is present more 
thorough cultivation still may be 
required, as the roots of this weed 
may have to be worked out of the 
soil. Plowing should also be earlier 
where perennial weeds are to be 
killed. 

In summerfallowing where only 
the ordinary annual Weeds are to be 
contended with the general princi- 
pal is to keep down weed growth 
with cultivation, as it has been prov- 
en that the greatest lss of soil mois-

The Department of Agriculture 
announces that thé term “R.0.P.", the 
popular title for the policy of the 
Record of Performance for Poultry, 
has been copyrighted by the Domin- 
ion Live Stock Branch, from which 
office the policy is administered. The 
purpose of copyrighting is to prevent 
the fraudulent use of the term in ad- 
vertising. The widespread popularity 
and demand for Record of Perform- 
ance poultry have made the move 
necessary for the protection of farm- 
ers and poultrymen desiring to se- 
cure R.O.P. stock. 

Many commercial hatcheries are 
using R.O.P. males to head the flocks 
from which they secure eggs, and 
while the Department is encouraging 
this practice, it also intends to in- 
sure that genuine R.O.P. stock is so 
used and advertised. 

Definitions are at present being 
drafted defining the various classes 
of R.O.P. stock—females, males, 
chicks, pens, ete. These will be made 
public when adopted, and will be the 
official definitions under the discre- 
tionary power granted the Dominion 
Live Stock Branch through the copy- 
right.
